tensive in  Ashley  and  Chicot  Counties 
where  telephone  and  power  services  were 
disrupted  for  up  to  36  hours ,  and  dam- 
age to  timber  was  severe.

SPECIAL     WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Heavy  rains  over  various  parts  of  the 
State  on  the  2d,   7th,  9th,   10th,  11th, 
14th,   16th,  24th,   25th,  30th,   and  31st 
kept  the  State  in  a  waterlogged  condi- 
tion and  caused  numerous  minor  cases 
of  flash  flooding.     Most  major  streams 
in  the  State  were  near  or  above  flood 
stage  most  of  the  month.     Severe  wea- 
ther occurred  on  a  number  of  days  dur- 
ing the  month.     Extensive  wind  damage 
was  reported  at  Pine  Bluff  and  near 


Magnolia  on  the  6th.     One  fatality  was 
reported  at  Milwood  Lake  in  the  south- 
western part  of  the  State  on  the  10th 
when  a  boat  overturned  during  a  thun- 
derstorm.    Golf-ball-size  hail  was  re- 
ported in  Searcy  on  the  same  date.  On 
the  30th,  golf-ball-size  hail  was  re- 
ported near  Hope  and  in  Saline  County 
in  central  Arkansas.

ARKANSAS       -       APRIL  1973 
SPECIAL       WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Abnormally  wet  weather  kept  the  State  in  a 
waterlogged  condition.     There  were  a  number  of 
instances  of  destructive  flash  flooding,  es- 
pecially on  the  19th  when  very  heavy  rains 
fell  in  a  broad  band  extending  from  the  south- 
west to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  State. 
Monthly  precipitation  totals  in  excess  of  16 
inches  were  reported  at  Gurdon  in  southwest 
Arkansas,  near  Pine  Bluff,  and  near  Batesville 
in  northeast  Arkansas.     Tornadoes  causing 
damage  between  2  and  3  million  dollars  occurred 


at  Batesville  on  the  19th  and  Harrison  on  the 
20th.     Tornadoes  and  high  winds  caused  consider- 
able damage  in  the  southern  half  of  the  State 
on  the  24th.     The  heavy  rains  on  the  19th  and 
following  days  caused  flooding  on  all  the  major 
rivers  in  the  State.     Preliminary  estimates  in- 
dicate flood  damage  of  near  37  million  dollars. 
The  Arkansas  river  crested  at  26.19  feet  at 
Little  Rock,  3.19  feet  above  flood  stage  and 
the  highest  stage  recorded  since  May  1957.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  °F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  c.s.t.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,   sleet,   or  ice  on  the  ground.     Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;   consequently,   occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS;     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  "F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement   in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65  F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TI ME :     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During   the  summer  months  some  observers   take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  c.s.t.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation" 
table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  ot  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement   in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS :     Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  °F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65£F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations.

SPECIAL     WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  storm  system  that  produced  heavy  rains 
during  the  period  from  the  20th  to  the  26th 
also  produced  tornadoes  and  damaging  winds. 
One  tornado  occurred  on  the  20th,  3  on  the 
23d,   and  9  on  the  24th.     Reports  of  funnel 
clouds  and  windstorms  were  numerous.  Twen- 
ty-seven persons  were  injured,  one  fatally, 


by  the  tornadoes  and  windstorms. 

The  Buffalo  River  rose  43  feet  at  Gilbert  in 
a  40-hour  period,  reaching  a  record  high 
stage  of  46.6  feet  on  the  25th.  Flooding 
occurred  by  the  23d  on  all  the  major  rivers 
in  the  State  following  the  heavy  rains.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS      Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  "F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°P.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During   the  summer  months  some  observers   take   the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  National  Weather  Service 
Offices  and  FA A  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  c.s.t.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipitation" 
table,    "Daily  Temperature"  table,    "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in   the   "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"   table,   when  published,   are  for 
the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Service-type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and 
Wind  table.     Max  and  Mm  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  extremes  of   temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  endine  at 
time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:     Unless  otherwise  Indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:     Temperature  in  °F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind 
movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65CF.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table 
directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.     Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations 
on  daylight  saving  time.

Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder  located  6-8 
inches  above  the  pan.

Max  and  Min  values  in  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table  are  monthly  averages  of  daily  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24 
hours  ending  at   time  of  observation.     Wind  is  the  total  wind  movement  in  miles  over  the  evaporation  pan  as  determined  by  a  continuous  anemometer  recorder 
located  6-8  inches  above  the  pan.
